LIZOTTE. 


My south is not that of Mistral, of 
Daudet or of Roumanille. The great 
water courses which traverse it have 
no torrentlike rapidity. The hillocks 
do not cast upon the imperturbable 
heavens hard and classical profiles. 


The south wind which often blows | 


here does not burn the skin like an 
African simoom. It bears the fresh 
breath of the ocean; it does not con 
sume; it caresses. My south is not 
that of Provence. It isan attenuated 
south, calmed by the vicinage of an 
occidental sea, Sometimes the joys 
of cold weather may be tasted here, 
It resembles Tuscany so much that, 
traveling in the neighborhood of 
Siena or of Perugia, I have often 
forgotten that I was in an alien 
country 

My south is that corner of Langue- 

doc so celebrated for the gayety, the 
valor and the braggadocio of its in 
habitants. It is the Gascon land, 
with a soil that is meager on the 
hills, and so there propitious to the 
vine and rich upon the plains, and 
s0 there propitious for pasture land. 
A stream of the color of copper (the 
Garonne) and a large river calm as 
oil (the Lot) irrigate it, overflowing 
every Winter in fecundating inunda- 
tions. A mild country, tempered by 
its associations with Provence, it is 
nevertheless the south. The Gascon 
is nearer to the Spaniard and Italian 
than to the French of Touraine and 
of Normandy. My south is enyi 
roned by three things which make 
one thoughtful and grave — the 
ocean, the mountain and the pine 
forests. 

Iam back there once more, and, 
notwithstanding the passage of 20 
years, I recover there the joy of my 
vanished childhood, What asimple, 
free and rustic life I led there asa 
little boy! Istill retain a taste for 
the country which nothing has been 
able to abolish—not the years spent 
in Paris, not the emotions of the lit- 
erary life or the passion of travel. 
That little village where I lived, 
where I learned simultaneously or- 
thography, Latin and nature; that 
ehurch in which, as a lad in red 
soutane, I served mass for the good 
cure, Destourbes—that blessed spot, 
in short, is nearer to my heart than 
Paris and eyen than those cities of 
art which I have most passionately 
loved, How muny times in Paris, 
dreaming on all this, I found myself 
suddenly miles away from the real 
ities which surround me! Then they 
asked me, ‘‘Of what are you think- 
ing?’’ And I dared not answer. 

How can I tell these grave people, 
these academicians, these senators 
or even these flighty and light head 
ed worldlings: 

“Excuse me, 1 am thinking of the 
village of Fontgrance, of tho parson- 
age, of the Abbe Destourbes and of 
Lizotte.”’ 

Lizotte? 

Yes, that Agenaise lassic, half 
peasant, half worlding, who reveal 
ed the sweetness of woman's pres 
ence to the little thinker anddream 
er that I then was, 

I must tell you that they are good 
to look upon, our girls of the Gascon 
country. They have not the rather 
hard type, the accentuated Greek 
type, of the Arlesiennes, but their 
tall figures are less supple, less 
stocky, their more humid eyes have 
more sweetness. Like the girls of 
Arles, they know how to walk proud- 
ly under a burden, their busts roll 
ing under their corsets, Upon their 
head, girt with a black silk hand 
kerchief, you are astonished not to 
see, placed in exact equilibrium, the 
urn of the canephore, 

Lizotte was an incarnation of this 
charming and piquant type, 

When I became her friend, | was 
1b years old, I lived in Fontgrane, 
Every day I went to the parsonage 
to take a lesson in Latin from the 


Abbe Destourbes, ‘The abbe was a 


kindly teacher, a lover of Virgil 
whom he recited with devout intona 
tions like a prayer. Irma, his house 
keeper, adored me and would have 
made me eat or drink every hour of 
the day, As to the parsonage, an 
ancient building, whose walls dated 
from the Roman epoch, it was, with 
its ruined arches and its thick walls, 
a delightful retreat, cool in summer 
and warm in winter and always per 
fumed with an odor of incense and 
of wax. 

But what was best in the parson 
ago was Lizotte—Lizotte Destourhes 

the little niece of the abbe, the 


daughter of the Destourbes of Agen, | 


he who kept at the corner an im 
portant establishment of fruits and 
candies, Lizotte was some months 
older than I, She loved fun like a 
child, and none the less did not dis 
dain from time to time to play the

On Friday Mayor Feeney vetoed the 
order of the City Council appropriating 
the money with which to pay for the} 
Kelley site. His objection to it was 
based largely on the exorbitant price 
which the School Board had agreed to | 
pay for the property. He made outa 
case that could not be fazed. The 
property had, so it is said, been offered | 
for 11 1-2 cents a foot; it could have 
been bought a little earlier for 8 cents 
a foot; a better spot across the street 
suld last week for 12 cents a foot; 
and the Board had bargained to pay 
about 20 cents a foot. 

When the public, expecially the tax- 
payers, got to comprehend the true 
meaning of the veto, as they very soon 


did, Mayor Feeney was warmly ap 
plauded for his course. He doubtless 
had in reserve other reasons almost 


equally cogent for vetoing the order of 
the Council besides those given but 
deemed a statement of them at that 
time unnecessary. 

On Wednesday evening last a special 
meeting of the City Council was held | 
to act on the Mayor’s veto. A motion | 
to pass the order over the Mayor's ob- 
jections was lost and the veto sustained. 
Motion for reconsideration was made 
and laid over for a week.

Of course the public understands 
that there are numerous other occa- 
of almost daily occurrence 
where special trains are contracted 
for in advance to be used by parties 
making trips to conventions or oth- 
AS a re- 
sult of the inquiries made it was as- 
eertained that the railroads, al- 
though circumstances such as the 
amount of trouble experienced in 
securing the necessary rolling stock 
in arranging to keep other 
trains out of the way of the special 
often must govern the cost of spe- 
cial trains requested upon short no- 

ce, haye a fixed rate of about 

50 per mile for a single car and 
engine, 

For an unusual distance a reduc- 
tion is made in the cost. Where a 
number of persons desire a special, 
whether a “‘rush"’ order or request- 
ed in advance, the cost is equal to 
the full fare to the destination for 
as many as the train could accom- 
modate with comfort. If the per- 
sons in the party equal this number, 
then the expense for each passen- 
ger is what the trip would ordinari- 
ly cost on aregular train. If the 
number falls short, of course the 
deficiency must be made up. Fora 
short haul the rate is naturally 
raised to $2.50 to $3 per mile.

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Are Used Ewery Day on 45,000 
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Big laundries are commonplace 
enough, but a laundry which can sub 
stantiate its claim to being the largest 
in the world, which uses a ton of soap 
a day and yet washes none of the pub 
lic’ would seem to be an anom 
aly. Such a laundry is the at 
Pullman, Uls., maintained by the Pull 
man Palace Car company for the wash 
ing and ironing of the thousands of 
sheets, pillowcases and similar fur 
nishings in daily use on its sleeping 
ears throughout the country. 

The building isa handsome brick and 
stone structure of two stories. 

To this building comes every morn 
ing by express soiled linen in carload 
lots. ‘These are delivered at the east end 
of the building in square canvas bags 
of uniform size, and each is carefully 
Jabeled and numbered, The work of 
packing and billing the contents of 
these bags has been 
ent depots in the city, where an accu 
rate record of each day's receipts and 
disbursements is kept. When the bags 
are opened at Pullman the pieces are 
recounted and piled in a promiscuous 
heap upon the floor. No effort is made 
to return to a car the exact supplies re- 
ceived from it, save in number and 
kinds, A piece of linen on a Pullman 
car is never used a second time until it 
has been returned from the laundry. 
Thus the week's occupant of a sleeping 
car pets fresh sheets and pillowslips 
each night, 

Twelve immense brass hydraulic 
washers await the piles which have 
found temporary resting place upon the 
laundry floor. These piles are wheeled 
to the washers in roller baskets and 
consigned to their care. These washers 
are 7 feet long and 8 feet in diameter, 
and consist of large cylindrical shaped 
tubs standing on their sides, with open- 
ings at the tops. Inside of each tub is a 
perforated brass cylinder. It is through 
an opening in these cylinders the linen 
is placed, the suell holding 200 sheets 
and a proportionate amount of smaller 
articles. After the admission of hot wa- 
ter and acertain amount of soap the 
cylinders are set to revolving and re- 
versing automatically, Pipes carry cold 
and bot water to each washer and the 
hot water is always kept at 212 degrees. 
In twenty minutes the washing is com- 
pleted and the rinsing, first in hot and 
afterward in cold water, and the addi- 
tion of the requisite amount of bluing 
conclude the process. Hach machine 
can Wash 400 sheets per hour, and 45,- 
000 pieces of linen a day is the average 
amount handled, 

The ‘‘wringing’’ of the linen is per- 
formed by ten hydraulic extractors. 
These are metallic circular tubs about 
8 feet in diameter and 15 inches deep. 
Within each is a perforated copper 
basket into which the linen is packed, 
These baskets are circular in shape and 
revolve 1,500 times a minute for 10 or 
15 minutes, throwing off the water by 
centrifugal force until the contents are 
nearly dry. When sufficiently dried the 
pieces, Which are packed in almost solid 
masses, are taken out by men and placed 
in mechines called tumblers, 

These machines are merely revolving 
wooden cylinders, with interior arrange- 
ments for shaking out the mass con- 
signed to them. Ina few moments the 
‘jleces are all separated, Girls then 
smpty the tumblers and smooth out 
the piec preparatory to consigning 
them to the mangles or ironing ma- 
chines. 

There are eight of the largest size du- 
plex mangles for car linen. Each con- 
sists of a hollow metallic cylinder 100 
inches long and 24 inches in diameter. 
There are also five felt covered rollers 
coming in contact with each cylinder 
for the purpose of feeding the pieces 
smoothly and absorbing the remaining 
moisture, After passing through these 
machines, the ironing portions of which 
are kept at 400 degrees by means of 
steam, the linen emerges beautifully 
ironed and finished on both sides. 
operate the machines. They also fold, 
sort and tie the various articles prepar- 
atory to the counting and packing. 

The packing is done in bundles con- 
sisting of ten sheets or 25 pillowslips, 
or an approcimate number of napkins, 
towels and the Jike. These bundles are 
placed in canvas boxes. Hach box holds 
200 sheets or 1,000 of the smaller pieces, 
The then sealed and loaded 
into cars at the west end of the build- 
ing. These cars goto the city by express 
and the goods are delivered to the vari- 
ous stations by express as they may be 
required, 

The number of employees needed to 
carry on the work upon the first floor 
of the Jaundry are 100 woven und one- 
fifth of that number of men. The latter 
are used in the heavier operations, the 
girls, white capped and white aproned, 
attending to the lighter duties of the 
place. 

The second floor is devoted ts starch 
work, such as coats and caps of waiters 
on the dining cars. Here ironing and 
polishing machines of lesser sort are 
found, About 50 operatives are here en- 
gaged, 

The soap question is an all important 
one at the Pullman Jaundry. fifteen 
bundred gallons of soft or diluted soap 
are used daily. It is all made on the 
premises and amounts to a ton gross 
weight of the washing compound. 
These figures to be appreciated should 
be estimated from the amounts used for 
Washing purposes in the ordinary house- 
hold; but few people, even in Pullman, 
are aware of the magnitude of the com- 
pany's Jaundry, Beyond the fact that it 
gives employment to a large number of 
young women and a lesser number of 
men but little interest exists in its 
daily output, mObicago Tribune,

but it would be equally futile to deny 
their place in the scheme of the crea- 
tion. 

Death is ever busy to render this 
earth an unclean abode. This, apparent 
even in these latitudes, has a very much 
more serious aspect in tropical Jands, 
where the burning caress of 
sun brings decay close on the steps of 
death, and the corpse but an hour old 
is already at work poisoning the sur- 
rounding air and spreading the germs 
of disease.

who occasionally contrives to haul one 
of these ocean scavengers aboard metes 
out to it treatment that would be worth- 
ier of the Grand Turk of tradition, 

Nature, not being a European power, 
keeps her forces in readiness where they 
are needed, in consequence of which the 
scavengers muster in strength in hot 
countries. Vultures wander but rarely 
to these parts, and such sharks as occur 
are with few exceptions but minnows of 
their race. Yet we have even in these 
islands humbler purifiers at work, tad 
poles and burying beetles and others 
suitable to the comparatively easy work 
that falls to them. 

One of these days, when natural his 
tory is taught ina rational manner in 
our schools, when the rising generation 
learns to appreciate the living world 
around instead of banging pianos and 
splashing pigments, we shall have a r 
cantation of the modern zoological faith 
and a betty. Sppreciation of the beasts 
and birds. We sball find nothing to 
shudder at in the meal of the yvalture, 
but we may, on the contrary, even learn 
to protect that remarkable bird and its 
fellow scavengers as among the worthi 
est of earth's children, ‘To the last the 
vulture is active in its allotted mission, 
and when at length it falls no living 
beast or bird or insect will touch its 
body, and it must crumble quietly to 
dust, a lasting—somewhat too lastin;

WONDERS OF THE SUN 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT OUR 
FIERY ORB OF DAY. 


Yte Sive, Weight and Intense Hent, 
Its Dageling Liaht and the Sub- 
» From Whieh Tt Pro Ta, 
Hements Which It Contains, 


The sun's diameter is 866,600 miles, 


This is about 100 times that of the | 


earth, and is nearly twice that of the 
moon's orbit 

Its volume of bulk is 1,951,000 times 
that of the earth, Its weight, calculat 
ed from the strength of its pull upon 
the planets, is that of 827,000 earthe. 

The sun's mean or average distance 
from us, according to the latest dtermi- 
nations, is 92 700,000 miles. Owing to 
a slight ellipticity of the earth's orbit 
and the fact that the sun is not exactly 
at its center we are 8,000,000 miles 
nearer the sun on the Ist of January 
than on the Ist of July. 

Light, traveling at the rate of 186,- 
000 miles a second, requires 8'4 min- 
utes to come to us fromthe sun, A rail- 
way train, speeding day and night at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, would 
oover a distance as great in 176 years, 

The amount of heat radiated by the 
sun every 45 minutes is equivalent to 
that which would be generated by the 
combustion of a chunk of the best an- 
thracite coal of the size of the moon, 

If a javelin of ice 45 miles thick were 
to be hurled at the sun by some titantio 
arm, with the velocity of light, and 
could the whole heat of the sun be con- 


centrated upon it, the weapon would | 


melt as fast as it advanced. 

The sun is 600,000 times as bright as 
the full moon. 

Sunlight has 146 times the intensity 
of calcium light and three times that of 
the electric are light. 

The temperature of the sun is now 
thought to be somewhere between 6,000 
and 9,000 degrees centigrade, 

This temperature is sufliciently high 
to vaporize all known substances, with 
the possible exception of carbon. For 
this reason it is now held to be probable 
that the light of the sun comes from 
solid or liquid particles of carbon, 
which float in its otherwise gaseous 
mass near its exterior, forming in their 
aggregation the dazzling, cloudlike 
shell known as the ‘‘photosphere. ’ 


The reason for thinking that the sun’s | 
light comes from intensely heated solid | 


or liquid matter, though undoubtedly 
the great bulk of the sun’s mass is gas- 
eous, is that the ‘‘spectrum’’ of sun- 
light (formed by causing a beam of 
sunlight to pass through a glass prism) 


ig ‘‘continuous’’—that is, it contains all | 


of the rainbow colors from red to violet, 
and such aspectrum is given only by 
light from a glowing solid or liquid. 

The spectrum of a glowing gas con- 
sists only of a greater or less number of 
bright lines, the intervening spaces be- 
ing dark, each gas—or metal reduced 
to the gaseous state—giving a spectrum 
peculiar to itself. 

Crossing the rainbow spectrum of 
suplight are to be seen thousands of fine 


dark lines. These lines are now known | 
to be due to the fact that above the} 


sun's dazzling photosphere is an atmos- 
phere—about 5,000 miles deep—mado 
of various gases and vapors of metals, 
which stop or ‘‘absorb’’ a part of the 
pun’s light in passage through them. 
These dark lines correspond in posi- 


tion and intensity with the bright lines | 


which form the spectra of various gases 
and metals and are undoubtedly caused 
by the presence of these substances in 
the sun’s atmosphere. 

About one-half of the 70 and more 
“alements’’ known to terrestrial chem- 
istry have been discovered by these in- 
dications to exist in the sun, and as- 
tronomers are confident that the rest of 
the terrestrial elements are also there, 
though for some reason they have not 
yot revealed themselves through the 

Bpectroscope. 

Some years ago astronomers were 
puzzled at finding evidence of the ex- 
istence in the sun of a substance appar- 
ently quite abundant, which could not 
be identified by means of its lines with 
any known terrestrial element. They 
named it helium. 

Helium has lately been found to ex- 
ist upon the earth as well as in the sun, 
fn the shape of a gas which is contain- 
ed, absorbed, in certain rare minerals— 
cleyeite, broggerite and a few others. 
It is somewhat heavier than hydrogen, 
but is too light to remain ina free state 
fn the earth’s atmosphere, just as no 
hydrogen exists upon the earth ina free 
Btate, but only in compounds, of which 
water is the most important. 


Among the elements which have not | 
yet been found in the sun, though it | 


hardly seems possible that they are not 
there, are oxygen, sulphur, phosphorus 
mercury, gold and the recently discoy- 
ered gas argon. 


From what is now known it is little | 


less than certain that the material of 


which the sun apd the earth consist is | 


precisely the same, Tho two bodies 


differ mainly in size and temperature, | 


In the sun nearly everything is gaseous, 
because of its intense heat, The earth 
may once haye been as hot as the sun 
now isand have been then as luyninous, 
but now its temperature las fallen so 
low that the greater part of jts sub- 
stance is in the solid state, and only a 
small part is either liquid cr gaseous.

‘THE MODERN ATHENS 


THE STREETS ARE MADE BRILLIANT 
BY MARBLE HOUSES, 


The Soll Is Poor, However, and the City 
Ting Always Suffered From a Lack of 
Water The Picturesque Carb of the 
Olden Time Is Not Now Often Seen, 


Of the three mountains inclosing the 
fiasin of Athens, Mount Parnes is the 
highest (4,640 feet), Mount Pentelicus 
(3,64) foet), with ite regular triangular 
shape, suggesting the pediment of a 
tomple, is the most imposing, but the 
thyme covered, honey producing Hymet- 
tus (3,868 feet) bas always been most 
intimately associated with Athens, It 
lies nearer to the city, and from slmost 
al) the streets and all the windows look- 
ing eastward can be seen its curved line 
marking the blue sky above, except on 
rare gray days, when clouds resting 
on its top are an infallible sign of rain, 
The various hues of the mountains and 
tho smaller hills forming an inner circle 
around Athens, combined with the 
view of the sea, lend an additional 
effect of airiness and buoyancy to the 
aspect. In the long, straight streets of 
the new town, open from end to end, 
| nothing impedes the view on either side, 

In praising Athens we must not 
draw a veil over her defects, Such im- 
provements as are indispensable to a 
}modern city have not kept pace with 
her growth in extent and affluence. The 
stages of this progress can be seen in the 
structural inequalities even of contigu 
ous dwellings. These dwellings may be 
chronologically divided into three cate- 
gories—those of the first settlers, when 
all were poor, and the main necessity 
was at any rate to be housed; those of 
the thrifty citizens, who felt the want 
of more space and greater convenience, 
but had little regard for external ap 
pearance or interior comfort and con- 
sidered carpets and plate glass a luxury 
and even chimneys of small conse- 
quence, and those of the wealthy im- 
inigrants, who gave an impulse to the 
building of elegant houses among all 
who, thanks to increasing prosperity, 
could afford to imiate them, 

The proximity of the quarries of Hy 
mettus and Pentelicus enables Athens 
to supply herself with a building ma 
terial which no other city could have 
jat equal cost. Marble, in itself an em- 
bellishment, is profusely used and loses 
none of its brilliancy in the dry atmos 
phere, whose transparency makes pleas- 
ant to the eye even the light colors 
spread on the stone walls, which in 
jother latitudes would hardly be beara- 
ble. The agreeable effect thus obtained 
is increased by the trees in some of the 
streets and squares, as well as in the 
gardens of the better class of houses. 
But Athens might and would be more 
verdant still were it not for the lack of 
abundant water, This want was felt in 
antiquity as well. To it may partly be 
ascribed the epidemics recorded by an 
cient historians in times of war, when 
the number of inhabitants was increased 
|by those of the surrounding country 
seeking rofuge within the walls. 

Antoninus Pius endowed Athens with 
& perfect system of waterworks, They 
| consisted of subterranean galleries, col 
| lecting the waters of the neighboring 
mountains. To these old Roman aque- 
ducts, successively discovered, repaired 
|} and utilized, Athens still owes her scanty 
supply of water, Projects for increasing 
the supply ure ever talked of, but will 
be deferred so long as the municipal 
finances remain no better than the na- 
tional. Meanwhile, the macadamized 
rouds between the fine sidewalks are 
hardly watered. This fact and the na- 
ture of the soil, notorious for its thin- 
ness since the days of Thucydides, ac- 
count for the dust, which is the great- 
est blemish of Athens. An English lady 
was heard to admire the picturesque 
ness of its whirling clouds, but even 
were that single representative of an 
optimistic minority on a fine day, suc- 
ceeding one of rain, to see the town 
aud the clear outline of the distant 
}mountains through a dustless atmos 
| phere she could not help regretting that 
the same effects are not artificially at- 
tainable. 

On the whole, Athens will show to 
best advantage if visited after Constan- 
| tinople and other towns in Turkey, as 
the standard of comparison will be 
fairer than that afforded by the great 
capitals of the west. It must not be for- 
gotten that, if one of the most ancient, 
| she is at the same time one of the new- 
est among Huropean towns, nor ought 
the long period of her decline ever to be 
lost sight of when comparing her with 
other towns, 

The traveler who, remembering that 
long period of Turkish sway, counts on 
receiving an oriental impression from 
the aspect of Athens is doomed to dis- 
appointment, Even the national garb is 
fast disappearing. It may stil) be worn 
by a few elderly Athenians, These, and 
| @ peasant here and there selling milk or 
cheese, recall the day when their dress 
Was the national one. It is, however, 
the uniform of certain soldiers of light 
infantry, who may be seen parading 
the streets or mounting guard at the 
palace, in all the white splendor of the 
fustanelle. The wide, blue trousers of 
the A®gean islanders are not less rare, 
nor is there much chance of seeing them 
at the Pirmus, among the craft from 
the yarious islands moored along the 
quays. ‘The uglier and cheaper product 
of the slopshop has replaced the pictur 
esque drapery of the olden time. The 
monotony of the modern costume is 
broken only by the priests, with their 
long black robes and their peculiar hats, 
—D. Bikelas in Century.

With the 
Jancient Romans the baking of bread 
und cukes Was often invested with a re 
ligious significance, especially the cakes 
| offered to the gods and goddesses, These 
cakes were prepared in a particular way, 
and after being marked with the symbol 
of the deity in whose honor they were 
offered they were supposed to possess 
|} supernatural virtue 

The old domestic practice was modi 
fied when Christianity became trium- 
phant, and in place of a pagan symbol 
the early Christian housewife not only 
used to make the sign of the cross when 
she began to knead the dough, but she 
marked that sign upon her loaf before 
placing it in the oven, Why? Simply 
because the sign of the cross is the rec 
ognized Christian protecting mark 


and the like. Hence bre ral marked with 
the cross is supposed to be witchproof, 
will bake all right, not crack across the 


top, ete. 

Just as the Jews have ssover cakes 
and other peoples have had specially 
prepared food for their religious festi 
vals, so the Christians have cakes for 
certain seasons. Our hot cross buns on 
Good Friday are simply modern repre 
sentatives of the cakes used at some old 
pagan festival In days gone by the 
cakes and buns baked at Haster were 
supposed to possess great virtues. Thus 
itis an old belief that the observance 


| of eating cross buns on Good Friday in 
| sures, & ) speak, the house from tire 
for the coming year. 

In truth, to study the superstitions 
about bread is to take a wide lesson in 
lfolklore. ‘These superstitions relate to 
the kneading trough, the oven, bakers 
and bread. Tor instance, in many parts 
| of France the arche, or kneading trough, 
is more than a rude kitchen utensil, It 
is often a pretty bit of furniture, M, 
Sebillot, who hus collected many of the 
superstitions of the French folk relative 
to bread, quotes the story of a thief who 
entered the window of a house with in 
tent to commit burglary, but refused to 
step on the trough still containing the 
dough, believing that to do so would be 

an impiety. 

A writer in one of the recent num 
bers of an English magazine says that 
in Gottland the cross is still signed be 
fore the oven fire is lighted or the dough 
kneaded, This practice is very common 
in the country districts all over Europe, 
In Brittany the housewife makes the 
}sign of the cross with the right band 
while she places the left hand in the 
| trough, After the dough is kneaded, the

source of infection, whieh 
has become manifest in recent years, 
is the ice-supply. Well-authenticated 
cases of typhoid fever have, in recent 
years, been traced to the use of ice from 
ponds and streams polluted with sewage, 
** * * The extent of water pollution 
depends very largely upon density of 
population, and the greater density is 
that of the Metropolitan District. 
There are ponds still in ase as sources 
of ice-supply in Brighton, Arlington, 
Lyon, Wakefield, Melrose and Woburn 
upon whose water-sheds the population 
is from 1,000 to 1,500 per square mile, 
and into which sewage is constantly 
running without let or hindrance. The 
authorities of these places, as well as 
those of western towns, have power to 
prohibit the sale of ice. —Boston Medi- 
cal and Surgical Journal, Dec. 23. 

In the marked editorial from which 
the above is clipped many other causes 
of typhoid fever are evumerated, but 
as they do not directly concern this 
community only that of ice is named, 

A large part of what is written and 
said about disease germs is mere theory 
unsupported by actual facts, with a 
good deal of humbug worked into it. 
To sustain this view of the case it 
can be stated absolutely and substanti- 
ated by proof that no town or city in! 
the Commonwealth has less typhoid |

It is probably true that the 
other places mentioned above are as 
exempt from that disease as we are. |
